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raid on the ''Qjeaunist Party headquarters in Philadelphia 
at ISO S* Broad St* differed from the others conducted hy agents of the 
Dies committee in that in this ease they claim they conducted the 
raid under a rennsylvania statute, the old 1919 sedition statute.

Dies and other-member# of th& committee, saying,” Disciplining of Mr, 

Dios, if that bo nocoass ry> lies elsewhere.” He also eaid,"I hope we 
will not sac ri flee freedom and liberty on the altar of patriotism. Toler- 
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aade oa ail sides is necessary today. ’She men who conducted this raid 
slight eell and honestly have been doing their duty. I don’t vent thi* 
to degenerate into a one-man decision*" Judge finish declared he would he 
"very happy" if the Supreme u ourt vould review the cast as soon as 
possible* 

Observers report that when hs made his decision the judge was 
visibly moved and oa several ©cessions his voice got hasty. 

A further quote appears la the Dally Worker for 4/6/40? 

*1 cannot sit here at 61 pears of ago and not say that I do 
hope that car people *111 try to renanber that these civil and cnstltu~ 
tlonel rights ef outs are so famdaasatal. They sere given to us as a 
mnalt of the battle of humanity through the ages and must be preserved* 
Only by the observance of these rights by all our people e«» a our 
democracy stand.”
